MILLIONS PAID FOR _ 

‘ “GASOLINE BY TOURISTS 


Over nine billion miles were travell- 
ed in 1930 by Canadian motorists 
and visiting motor tourists from the 
United ‘States on the highways of 
Canada, or a mileage that would gir; 
dle the earth 360,000 times. To travel 
this tremendous mileage 
ately half a billion gallons of gas- 
oline were used, and the governments 
of the different provinces in Canada 
received $43,000,000 in revenue in 
the form of gasoline tax. 

“These figures” 
report, ‘indicate to what .extent the 
‘automobile industry and the petrol- 
eum refineries have become import- 
ant factors in the economical life 
of Canada.” In addition to the qual- 
ity ‘of gasoline used by automobiles 
and other motor vehicles in Canada 
in 1930, over 131,000,000 gallons 
were used for ohter purposes. Ac- 
cording to the latest compilation 
Canadian refineries produced 71 per 
cent of the total quantity of gasoline 
used in the dominion. These refiner- 
jes capitalized at $1,373,132, used 
imported 
crude oil, mainly from the United 
States and from the republics of 
Columbia and Peru, and over 37,000,- 
000 gallons of Canadian crude oil. 
Automobile registry in Canada last 
year numbered 1,239,883 vehicles of 
which 1,047,494 were passenger cars, 
so that there was one vehicle to 
every eight persons in the dominion.

COST OF PRINTING INCREASED 


Many articles used- in the printing 
and publishing business have been 
greatly increased-in price under the 
new tariff and add’ to the cost of| 
printing and- publishing. Printers’ 
composing room furniture, which is 
manufactured exclusively in the 
United. States, has. been -raised in 
price over: the original cost by 52,25 
per cent, it being classed with house- 
hold furniture although it has no re- 
lation to it. The industry is not a 
large one, there being no manufac- 
turing plant- in Canada and only two 
in the United States. The product 
however, is absolutely necessary to 
the printing business. 

Another article to which excessive 
duties apply is press ‘blankets. A 
newspaper on a $66.30 order had to 
pay’a duty and gales tax of $34.39, 
making the total cost $100.69. ~The 
buyer has no option but to purchase 
in the United States as the blankets 
are not made here.

CRANK CASE OIL HELPFUL 
HEALER SUNBURNED SWINE 


‘During . the visit of Mr. G.° S. 
Black, supervisor of boys’ and girls’ 
club work in the provincial dept. of 
agricuture to Camrose this week, he 
was asked to name a cure for cases 
of sunburn among swine. The inform- 
ation is not likely to be required this 
year ‘but may prove of value next 
year among pig raisers. Some very 
severe cases of sunburn were report- 
ed this season, and in one case the 
pig was ‘so severely afflicted that its 
skin cracked and rolled back along 
its sides, its eyelids were burned 
away and its ears dropped off. Mr. 
Black advises that*in cases of mod- 
erate sunburn, the application of ord- 
inary crank case oil, obtainable free 
at almost any garage, is found to be 
beneficial. In very severe cases the 
application of buttermilk has been 
found to soothe and toughen the skin. 
It is recommended that the crank 
case oil; should be poured from a can 
with perforated top while the pigs 
are feeding.

So; in order to meet this artificial 
condition in the healthiest and best 
possible way, man must resort to fur- 
ther artificial means, in order to fur- 
ther reduce the moisture’ content, 
and further shrink and harden’ the 
prize bulk seed to a point of equil- 
ibrium that: will harmoniously adapt 
itself to this unnatural show room 
condition. 

After years of experimenting, and 
testing, and making mistakes, the 
writer has found that there is no dry 
atmospheric condition to be found 
economically better adapted than 
that of the normal, healthful home, or 
any fbuidling in which the temper- 
ature can be controlled around 70 de- 
‘grees F. in which to complete the 
processing of show samples, and in 
which to “fix” them so that they will 
stand up to the best advantage uyder 
these artificial show room demands. 
Remember, World’s Show samples 
will be exposed under observation 
and out of the exhibitor’s control for 
five months before the final awards 
are made, and Regina’s normal atmos- 
pheric condition can safely be con- 
sidered dry, and realy warm during 
this period. 

Proceed as follows, and consider- 
ing the information in the previous 
.the-.following methods can 
safely be ‘applied‘to every seed listed 
in ‘the--World’s Show prize list. Take 
and 
‘divide it into clean, strong, common 
grain sacks. Securely ‘tie each sack 


‘after filling them about half full of 


‘the: larger, coarsér seeded varieties 


without showing trace of wrinkle or|i(wheat, barley and peas, and no more 


than half the quantity of the smaller 
seedéd varieties’ (timothy, clover and 
alfalfa): Stand all the sacks side by 
side in the’ coolest place in the house. 
A good, dry cellar is o.k. Do not 
pile the sacks one upon the other. 
Spread a cover over the whole as- 


sembly so that there will not be a, 


too rapid rise in temperture. Next 
day move the sacks into a normal 
temperature where you intend to 
work on them. Reverse the sacks by 
turning them upside down, and again 
cover them for a day. After this the 
cover may be left off, tbhut at least 
twice a day, and at regular intervals, 
shake the sacks and reverse them. 
As this regular reversing process 
continues the seed is slowly, safely, 
surely and gradually shrinking and 
hardening more and more, while the 
moisture content is becoming less 
and less, and approaching nearer and 
nearer to that of the dry surround-' 
ing atmosphere—a comparative con- 
dition to that of Regina’s masive 
World’s Grain Show room. 

There is absolutely no danger of 
damaging the exhibition sample if 
this somewhat monotonous, rythmic, 
reversing process were to go on in- 
definitely, but a break must be made 
to reduce the volume of the sample 
and begin building up the finished 
show product. So, in about a week

the kernel will have safely reached a 
hardness when one’can’ plan reduc- 
ing the volume to at least half, but 
no less than twice the volume of the 
final sample, by a quick screening 
process that will scalp the larger. ker- 
nels_ off the top and most of the smal- 
lér and thinner kernels from the bot: 
tom ef the mass sample. The usual 
wire and zine screens found on the 
average farm may be used for this 
rough, first screening. 


In a later article the writer will 


more detailed and _ exacting 
sizes end methods to use for the 
various important kinds of show 
seeds. 


This “airing” of. the sample has. a 
tendency to help quicken the harden-. 
ing of ‘the kernels, after which no 
time should be lost in getting the re- 
duced volume of seed back into sacks 
where the reversing process can 
again (be safely resorted to, at least 
twice a day in order to further hard- 
en the skin and shrink the kernel. . 

Caution: Judging from observation 
at any major seed show, most exhib- 
itors are inclined to be over anxious. 
The processing and manipulating of 
beautiful seeds before the skin is in a 
condition to stand it has irreparably 
damaged what would otherwise have 
been a winning sample. Do‘not be 
.too impatient in waiting until the 
seeds have reached a hard, “set” and 
uniform state when they may be safe- 
ly manipulated in a more expecting 
and finished way. 

This will-be described in more de- 
tail in the next article.

“How does it feel to be deaf?” 
new acquaintances often ask me. I 
have a ready reply. “Oh, quite ex- 
hilarating,” I tell them. 

They laugh feebly, supposing I 
am trying to ibe funny. But though 
they can see only pathos in deaf- 
ness, my reply is reasonably sincere, 
for I have discovered to my own 
satisfaction that silence is nota 
total calamity and that it tends more- 

. over, to lead into diverting situations. 

Of course, my deafness carries 
with. it certain disadvantages. For 
one thing, my choice of possible oc- 
cupation is seriously circumscribed. 
My opportunities for preferment are 
fewer. I find it harder to strike up 
satisfying intimacies and friendhips; 
and there is a profound sense of loss 
in being unable to hear any form of 
melody. 

There are other Aleabiltties, but in 
spite of them I laugh at sflence. Or, 


more accurately, I find myself pre-|. 


cipitated repeatedly, into situations 
that compel my risibilities.

A plain clothes man, off duty, 
suggested a cafe, and my problem of 
how to pass a dull afternoon was 
solved. . 

Perhaps you wonder why, when the 
officer first addressed me, I did not 
tell him at once that I was deaf, and 
thus avoid the ensuing complications. 
That was because of a peculiar psy- 
chology. The deaf man’s affliction 
is a very real thing but it is merciful- 
ly concealed from the rasual gaze. 
That in itself is a vast comfort and 
he tries diligently to improve upon 
it. 

Therein lies the motive which im- 
pels the deaf to grasp at so illusive 
an art as lip-reading. The accom- 
plished lip-reader whose proficiency 
is not dué to a considerable amount 
of residual hearing, is merely an 
amazingly good guesser. The fun- 
damental fact is that he can hope 
at most to seize upon two or three 
basic words in a spoken sentence; 
te rest he must supply himself as 
best he can by intuition or by sheer 
good luck. . 

The luck is not aways good, how- 
ever. During an interview a news- 
paper reporter asked me one ques- 
tion in particular that will linger 


long in memory. “Do you drink?” 
he inquired blandly. “Life,” I an- 
swered impressively, “would be in- 


tolerable to a deaf man without it.” 
I was ‘stunned when this conver. 
sation appeared: in the paper. As 
a lip-reader ‘I had innocently sup- 
posed that he had asked me merely 
“Do you read?” .

But what is 
more to ‘the point, the number of 
such words in the language is truly 
confounding. 

The general public knows’ sarprke 
ingly little about the deaf. Consider 
the ingenuity witli which deaf 
mutes habitually surmount the  or- 
dinary obstacles in their daily exist- 
ence. I am often questioned about 
so simple a matter as the door bell; 
I open my floor in answer to a ring 
and am confronted by a stranger. 
He presents a vacuum cleaner ora 
clothes brush and discourses fluent- 
ly, 

I interrupt him to tell him that 
I am totally deaf and cannot hear 
a word, He is nonplussed. Suspic- 
jously he eyes me from head to foot. 
“Say, if you are deaf,-then how did 
you hear me ring you door bell?” 
he demands triumphantly. 

I close the door upon him and 
laugh softly. The answer is, of 
course, that I did not hear the bell. 
I have contrived a little arrange- 
ment of my own. When my bell 
button is pushed it lights a number 
of incadescent bulbs distributed at 
strategic placés' throughout the house 
and their flash is infallibly visible. 
There are other arrangements that 
are equally adequate, such as drop-

INCOME TAX ‘AND THAT 
’ OF GREAT BRITAIN

Ottawa Sept. 28—A comparison 
between .the Canadian income tax 
rates and the new taxes imposed on 
the British people by the Snowden 
budget reveal graphically the burd- 
ens to be shouldered in Great: Britain. 
A Canadian income of $3000 pays no 
tax; in Great Britain “it will be 
$243.338. On $4000, the Canadian tax 
is:$16;.'in Great: Britain, ‘$446.51. -

1924. At that time a $3000 income 
was taxed $40, and the assessment on

The Snowden budget increased the 
tax rate, lowered the exemptions, 
and added 10 per cent to the gradu- 
ated surtax.

In the years 1920-24, Canadians 
paid the highest income tax rates in 
the history of the country. Except 
on the very highest incomes, how- 
over, the rates were considerably 
lower than the taxes imposed at the 
present time in Great Britain. An in- 
come of $50,000 was assessed 
$9,649.50 in Canada, while the Brit- 
ish tax will be $18,891.78. The Can- 
adian impost on an income of $500,- 
000 was $118,349, but the British tax 
will be $292,882.07.
